AMMAN — A senior Palestinian 
leader said on Wednesday that the 
Israeli raid on the PI.O hea- 
dquarters in Tunis will not affect 
the organisation’s political efforts 
to achieve a settlement for (he 
Palestinian problem but that the 
U.S.’ condoning of the raid made 
the organisation more insistent on 
its demands foi tin intern a tional 
peace umfcicncc and on playing 
iLs full role in the quest for peace. 


Deputy commander of the PI .O 
forces. Khalil AI Wazir (Abu 


Jihad), said that despite the attack 
the PI.O "will continue its pol- 
itical moves in the international 
arena because we I relieve in the 
justice of our cause and wc arc 
committed to achieving . ib just 
peace for oui people." 

Hie PI .O official, howevei , las- 
hed out at the U.S. and accused it 
of "opposing peace by condoning 
the Israeli operation which was 
intended to kill PI.O haulms.*' 

"America's explicit condoning 
of the raid, as expressed by U.S. 


President Ronald Reagan, reflects 
the U.S. rejection of the PI .O and 
of its opposition to a just set- 
tlement of the Palestinian pro- 
blem,” Mr. Wazit said. 

“The U.S. endorsement of the 
Israeli raid.” Mr. Wazir said, 
“makes us more determined to 
assei t the PI .O's full role in efforts 
for peace through convening an 
international conference.” The 
PI .O. he added, “will insist on pla- 
ying its full role in such a con- 
ference.” 

He said there are indications of 
U.S. complicity in the raid and 
that Washington might have Ireen 
informed of Israeli pi, 'ins to attack 
the PI.O headquarters hef- 
utehand. 

Mr. Wazir i efuted Israeli claims 
(hat T uesduy’s raid was retaliation 
for the killing of three Israelis in 
Cyprus lust week, saying that the 
I .amaca attack “was just a pretext 
foi the Israeli government to jus- 
tify the laid.”

TUNIS — Tunisia says Israel’s raid against PLO 
headquarters was a cowardly act of state terrorism 
against its sovereignty and independence. 


A government communique 
quoted by the official TAP news 
agency also called for an eme- 
rgency meeting of the United Nat- 
ions Security Council which sho- 
uld “oondemn and sanction Israeli 
state terrorism, award just rep- 
aration to our country and tare 
adequate measures to prevent 
such acts being carried out again 
against Tunisia," 

Palestinian sources said eight 
Israeli F-16 planes reduced a ax- 
storey block housing the hea- 
dquarters and two villas to rubble 
in a six-minute operation. TAP 
said more than SOpeople were kil- 
led and about 100 wounded. The 
victims were both Palestinian and 
Tunisian. 

Syria's Foreign Minister Tue- 
sday denounced Israeli attacks cm 
targets in Tunisia as an act of agg- 
ression and a violation of a sister 
Arab country’s sovereignty. 

Addressing the 40m United 
Nations General Assembly ses- 
sion, Farouk Al Share said, “the 
Israeli concept of peace is the vir- 
tual synonym of hegemony and 
expansion." 

At a news conference later. Mr. 
Shara said all parties involved n 
the Middle East conflict including 
the United States and die Soviet 
Union would have to participate 
in negotiating peace for the area. 

He rejected any chance of suc- 
cess for current political moves, 
based on die Amman agreement 
of Feb. 11, 1985. between Jordan 
and Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) leader Yasser 
Arafat 

“The prerequisites for peace 
can be worked out only in an int- 
ernational conference where all 
parties to the conflict can be pre- 
sent" he said. 

“The United States would work 
for die benefit of the Israelis and 
would ignore Arab interests." Mr. 
Shara said. “That is why we bel- 
ieve there should be beside the 
United States the Soviet Union in 
order that the result of such a con- 
ference would be fair and just" 

He said any peace treaty would 
have to be guaranteed by both 
super-powers but declined to 
comment specifically on the nat- 
ure of such guarantees. 

“We can't give specific gua- 
rantees since we have no optimism 
about the start of such a con- 
ference." he said. . . ■ 

The six-nation Gulf Coo- 
peration Council (GCC) said 


Wednesday Israel's attack on the 
PLO headquarters in Tunis had 
destroyed efforts to find a set- 
tlement to the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict A statement from the GCC 
secretariat in Riyadh said the raid 
violated all international codes 
and laws and called on world opi- 
nion to “shoulder its responsibility 
and stop Israel from carrying out 
s imilar acts.” 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz Tuesday night called on the 
Security Council to take “urgent 
measures” to prevent any rep- 
etition of Israel's air attack against 
targets in Tunisia. 

To accept any excuse for “this 
c riminal act would be a clear enc- 
ouragement to the aggressor to 
continue is aggressive and cri- 
minal acts." he said in a press sta- 
tement 

The Iraqi minister, attending 
the U.N. General Assembly, said 
the raid was reminiscent of the 
“Zionist raid on Baghdad in June 
1981. when Israeli jets attacked 
Iraq’s nuclear plant, winch was 
used only for peaceful purposes." 

Clovis Maksoud. U JsT. observer 
of the 21-member Arab League, 
described the White House rea- 
ction as “shocking to the Arab 
World as a whole.” 

. “Tunisia has been a friend of 
the United States and the res- 
ponse was outrageous.” he said. 

Egypt announced -that it was 
suspending talks over a border 
dispute that appeared on the verge 
of yielding results. President 
Hosni Mubarak indicated that 
Egypt plans no other measures to 
protest the attack. 

Although he described the air 
raid as a “fatal blow to peace." 
Mr. Mubarak said Egypt would 
continue foe U.S.-sponspored 
Middle East peace process. 

Australia said Wednesday it 
deplored Israel's air raid on foe 
PLO headquarters. Acting For- 
eign Minis ter Gareth Evans said in 
a statement that Australia bel- 
ieved “terrorism and violence” 
were unacceptable means for pur- 
suing political objectives. Hie Isr- 
aeli action had resulted in foe dea- 
ths of innocent civilians who could 
be seen once again to have been 
needlessly caught up in foe cycle 
of violence, he said.

“The Argentine government 
reaffirms that it is through dia- 
logue and negotiations, and not 
through foe use offorce which vio- 
lates foe United Nations Charter, 
that foe solutions to international 
problems must be sought." a For- 
eign Minis try communique said. 

In Luxembourg foe European 
Community (EC) has condemned 
Israel’s raid on Palestinian targets 
in Tunisia while moving into a 
more active role in Middle East 
peace-making. 

Foreign minis ters of foe 10 
Cbmmunhy states were joined by 
Spam and Portugal in a strongly- 
worded statement after a meeting 
here Tuesday to “vigorously con- 
demn" the raid. 

And moving further to und- 
erline differences with Was- 
hington, foe ministers coupled 
foeir statement with an invitation 
to the PLO to have talks with foe 
Community as part of a 
Jordanian-Palestinian peace del- 
egation. 

The ministers hoped "this new

The Europeans have come to 
see FLO Chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat's agreement to join Jordan in 
seeking a Middle East peace and 
his recognition, however ind- 
irectly. of Israel's right to exist as a 
vital breakthrough. 

Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC) chief Sharifuddin 
Prrzada Wednesday called for sol- 
idarity among Islamic nations in 
response to Israel's air raid. 

“I call upon the Islamic nation 
to sink its differences, to fbtge its 
unity and demonstrate its sol- 
idarity in the face of this outrage.” 
the OIC secretary-general said in 
a statement. 

He said OIC foreign ministers 
would discuss foe attack at a sch- 
eduled meeting in New York next 
week “with a view to formulating 
an adequate response to this latest 
manifestation of Ziooist tre- 
achery.” 

Calling foe raid “barbaric and 
•dastardly.” he said Israel had 
shown a total lack of respect for 
foe norms of international con- 
duct. 

Leaders of Arab -American 
Organisations denounced foe Isr- 
aeli raid as an outrage and called 
for sanctions against Israel, inc- 
luding a cutoff of U.S. aid. The 
council of presidents of National 
Arab- American Organisations, a 
gathering of leaders of more than 
a dozen A rab groups in foe United 
States including Palestinians, also 
took issue with the U.S. reaction 
to the raid. 

James Abourezk. president of 
the American-Arab Anti- 
Discrimination Committee and a 
former United States senator, said 
the U.S. response was in contrast 
to a State Department statement 
of support for the sovereignty of 
Tunisia issued a week ago after 
Libyan jets flew over Tunisian air- 
space. 

Romania and Czechoslovakia 
condemned Israel's air attack as 
an act of "state terrorism” and 
“international banditism.” 

The raid dealt a blow to efforts 
towards peace in the turbulent

Arab press blames U.S. 

BAHRAIN (R) — Press com- 
mentators throughout foe Middle 
East Tuesday blamed American 
backing for Israel for foe Israeli 
air attack. 

Most said Tuesday’s raid, in 
which at least SO people were lol- 
led and 100 wounded, was clearly 
aimed at sabotaging a current bid 
by Jordan. Egypt and the PLO to 
revive foe stalled Middle East 
peace process. 

Sortie also blamed divisions in 
foe Arab World for foe attack and 
said foe response should be a fresh 
drive for Arab unity. 

The United Arab Emirates

In Jordan. Al Ra’i said the tim- 
ing and target of foe raid emp- 
hasised Israel’s goal of und- 
enninmg peace efforts (See page 

But Amman’s Al Dustour said 
foe attack had brought Israel no 
closer to its aim of eliminating foe 
PLO as the legitimate rep- 
resentative of foe Rilestinian peo- 
ple. 

Beirut’s independent Al Anwar 
said foe attack was aimed at “abo- 
lishing the PLO from foe equation 
of war and peace” and und- 
e miming the Jordanian {peace ini- 
tiative. The leftist As Safir des- 
cribed both the raid and President 
Reagan's statement that it was jus- 
tified as insults to foe Arab World. 

Bahrain’s Akhbar Al Khaleej 
said foe raid highlighted foe need 
for Arabs to stop bickering, and 
Kuwait’s Al Jabas said it hoped 
foe attack would herald in a new 
era of Arab solidarity. 

Turkey’s left-of-centre Cum- 
huriyet commented: “This attack 
against Tunisia not only reiterates 
Israel's military might but has 
dashed all foe efforts of King Hus- 


sein in foe White House, 

“The Aw complains of ter- 
rorism. bat state terrorism is no 
way to solve foe problem. Israel 
has taken one more step dow- 
nhill.” it added. 

“Israel must be punished and 
must realise she may not do wha- 
tever she wants.” foe conservative 
Tercuman added. 

Similar condemnation and mes- 
sage of support were sent by other 
members of the Saudi-led s Guif 
Cooperation Council alliance, 
which also groups Kuwait Jatar. 
foe United Arab Emirates. Bah- 
rain and Oman. The alliance has 
been working toward mutual sec- 
urity and economic unity. 

Leaders in North and South 
Yemen did likewise. 

The emir of Kuwait. Sheikh 
JaberAl Ahmad Al Sabah, sent a 
cable terming foe raid “a barbaric 
and terroristic act.” 

His foreign minister. Sheikh. 
Sabah AJ Ahmad, told foe GCC 
foreign ministers who met in New 
York on the fringes of foe United 
Nations that foe Israeli raid on 
Tunis was directed against all 
Arab states. 

Sheikh Sabah urged Arab nat- 
ions to ignore foeir differences 
and make way for “a serious and 
responsible joint Arab move" aga- 
inst Israel. 

The Sharjah-based AJ Khaleej.

government to cover part of the 
cost of the project, estimated to 
cost JD 42 mini on. The cabinet 
authorised Jordan's ambassador 
to Kuwait to sign the agreement 
on behalf of the Jordanian gov- 
ernment. 

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Agriculture said (hat nearly 
820.000 dunums of land will come 
•under the project which is exp- 
ected to be completed in eight 
years. The spokesman said that 
the government will seek loans 
from other Arab and international 
institutions to raise sufficient 
funds for the project .

Soviet diplomat found shot dead in Beirut

• “After carrying out previous 
warnings to wipe out members of. 
foe Soviet diplomatic corps, and ’ 
members of the KGB... these 
people have 48 hours in which to 
evacuate foe compound,” the cal- 
ler said. 

“Otherwise it shall be brought 
down on their beads in complete 
destruction. The time limit ends in 
48 hours, that is. at 4 p.m. (1300 
GMT) Friday. It will not be ext- 
ended.” 

It was the second time kid- 
nappers in west Beirut are known 
to have killed a foreign hostage in 
a wave of abductions since Jan- 
uary 1984. The shadowy “Islamic 
Jihad” (holy war) group still holds 
captive six Americans and four 
Frenchmen. 

The. body of British teacher 
Denis Hill was discovered on May 
*28. a day after bis kidnap, close to 
where foe Soviet official was 
found on Wednesday. Dutch Jes- 
uit priest Nicholas Kluiters was 
also found dead in east Lebanon's 
Bekaa Valley in April, more than 
two weeks after he went misriug. 


The kidnappers said Tuesday 
they would kill one Soviet captive 
after 9.00 p.m. (1800 GMT) unl- 
ess Moscow pressured Syria to raid 

a bloody assault oa Tawheed mil- 
itias in Tripoli by its Lebanese mil- 
itia allies. 

There was no word on foe fate 
of foe three remaining Soviet off- 
icials several hours after the ano- a 
nyrnous caller announced foe exe- 
cution of the first. 

Wednesday’s discovery of foe 
Soviets body came as Syria war- 
ned foe kidnappers of “grave con- 
sequences” if any of the hostages 
are harmed. Lebanese gov- 
ernment sources reported. 

At foe United Nations, Syrian 
Foreign Minister Farouk Al 
rShara'a said Tuesday that his gov- 
ernment “will offer any assistance 
in our capacity" to help win foe 
release of foe Soviets and foe 14 
Westerners held fiostage in Leb- 
anon. 

“We believe that those innocent 
people should be released.” Mr. 
Sbara'a told a news conference 
after addressing the 40th session 
of the U.N. General Assembly. 

The Tripoli siege has generated 


public protests in west Beirut and 
foe southern port city of Sidon. 
Both cities, luce Tripoli, have a 
predominantly Sunni Muslim 
population. 

Shops, banks, cafes and res- 
taurants were closed in west Bei- 
rut and Sidon on Wednesday in a 
protest strike called by Sunni rel- 
igious leaders to demonstrate sol- 
idarity with TripolF ■ defenders. 

Gunmen believed to be allied 
with Tawbeed staged a chain of 
hit-and-run grenade attacks in the 
last two days against Beirut offices 
of leftist milit ias fighting in Tri- 
poli No casualties were reported. 

Syria i a one of Moscow’s closest 
allies in the Middle East and most 
of foe weaponry it has deployed 
around T ripoli was supplied by foe 
Soviet Union or its EWera bloc 
allies. 

Diplomats said Moscow and 
Damascus had been in close touch 
at the highest levels since foe kid- 
nappings. But they added the con- 
tinued fighting indicated Syria's 
commitment to wrest control of 
Trpoli from Tawheed regardless 
of outside pressures.

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Jordan switches back to 
winter time on Friday 

Ministry continues campaign to save energy

AMMAN — Jordan will switch over to winter time 
Friday as part of a national campaign aimed at 
saving energy. From Oct. 4, Jordan local time will 
be two hours ahead of Greenwich Mean Time 
(GMT) instead of three hours in summer time. 


Under Secretary of foe Ministry of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
foe Environment Awad Al TaL 
A committee statement said 
that working papers will be sub- 
mitted to foe conference and win 
be discussed in detail by par- 
ticipants with a view to arriving at 
solutions to problems confronting 
municipalities in Jordan. The 
working papers will tackle foe role 
of local counqps in protecting foe 
environment, development pro- 
jects initiated by these councils, 
foe role erf the Cities and Villages 
Development Bank in promoting 
local councils' programmes ana 
projects and foe financial rev- 
enues erf municipal councils. 


Energy officials in Jordan said 
that foe return to winter time is 
part of the Ministry of Energy and 
Mineral Resources long-term 
programme to rationalise energy 
consumption. 

On April 1. when summer time 
came into effect, foe sun set at 
17:50 and thus li gh tin g time was 
reduced from five to four hours 
which in turn reduced electricity 
consumption by 20 per cent. Min-" 
ister of Energy aid Mineral Res- 
ources Hisbam Al Khatib said in 
an earlier interview.' Dr. Khatib 
said that, based on previous cal- 
culations. tbe country would save 
44 Megawatts of electricity ann- 
ually by adopting summer time. 

The Ministry of Energy has rec- 
orded daily energy consumption 
rates and has analysed the results 
to assess foe actual amount of ene- 


rgy saved. Results are due to be 
released on Thursday, a source at 
foe ministry told the Jordan 
Times. 

The ministiy is conducting a 
study of energy consumption in 
large industries and it is in foe 
process of introducing coal for 
generating electricity as part of 
efforts to rationalise energy con- 
sumption. 

The move to follow summer 
time from April 1 to Oct 4 this 
year was decided by the cabinet as

RSS study 
reveals better 
situation in 
trucking sector 

AMMAN (Petra) — A study on 
the cost of transporting imported 
goods from Aqaba to Amman and 
Baghdad has revealed a relative 
improvement in foe situation fol- 
lowing recent govern meat ame- 
ndments to regulations Bov-Th* 
axial weioh’'* .uaas. 

i ne study, prepared by foe 
Economic Research Department 
at foe Royal Scientific Society 
(RSS). said that lorries with two. 
four and six axles had sustained 
heavy losses before foe ame- 
ndments were made and began to 
make profits of up to 21 per cent 
following the changes which were 
introduced on April 21. 1984. 

According to the report, foe 
past few years has witnessed a 
•Qrop in investment irftbe heavy 
transport sector which in tu nr cau- 
sed a decline in foe average annual 
increase of truck numbers. 

By foe end of I y84. foe report 
said, there were 10.204 licensed 
public and private lorries ope- 
rating between Aqaba and the two 
capitals, up from 5.190 in foe 
1980 and 8.760 in 1981. 

The report said that these veh- 
icles were making 3.1 trips a 
month between Aqaba and 
Amman and 3.5 trips between 
Aqaba and Baghdad. The loss was 
represented in foe cost of tra- 
nsporting each tonne of goods 
between Aqaba and Amman for 
JD 5. and between. Aqaba and 
Baghdad at J D 1 1 .5 while foe real 
cost was JD 6 and JD 12.5 res- 
pectively. foe report said. 

The report also outlined foe 
major factors which contribute to 
foe high cost of transporting 
goods: Drivers’ wages, the high 
cost of fuel, tyres and fees at foe 
Iraqi borders in addition to ins- 
urance premiums and licensing 
fees. 

It also cited foe main problems 
facing drivers and truck owners as 
delays at foe Iraqi border and load 
restrictions for lorries in Aqaba. 

The report followed a field sur- 
vey and a study.

Processes tearing Middle East apart must be resolved 


.SAN FRANCISCO —I was 
wrong. Despite what I saw as u 
weakness in the Reagan adm- 
inistration. the U-S. has not 
abandoned its interest in the 
Middle East. The decision by 
the Thatcher government to 
meet with two PLO leaders 
says as much about the U.S. as 
it does ahout Britain. Britain 
would not have made such a 
serious move in the Middle 
East without agreement from 
Washington. 

Of course, something else 
beside courage could have 
made the British move. Two 
events in the Middle East have 
caused a stir in the American 
papers. One Is the decision by 
Saudi Arabia to increase oil 
production. And the other is 
the fact that I raqi air raids seem 
- finally to have caused very ser- 
ious damage to Kharg Island in 


the Arabian Gulf. The first 
event could cause oO prices to 
go down ever further. The sec- 
ond could cause them to go up. 
Contradictory? Yes. but the 
key fact is that both events 
could, once again, cause major 
instabilities in the world mar- 
ket. and that could have major 
repercussions on the state of 
economies in all the Western 
countries. Japan, and els- 
ewhere. 

The ILS. and Britain con- 
sider it vital to keep the Arab 
World at least open if not fri- 
endly to the WesL And if Iran 
is badly hurt by the closure of 
Kharg. then who knows what it 
mighi do. Side with the Sov- 
iets? Make a supreme effort to 
defeat Iraq? Unleash terrorism 
and insurgent actions against 
the Gulf oil fields? 

We do know that a kid- 


napped American was released 
in Lebanon, and that the State 
Department thanked Iran for 
that. We do know that the 
Hezbollah factions in Lebanon 
want their seventeen co- 
religionists released, from 
Kuwaiti imprisonment as a 
condition for releasing six 
other Americans. And we can 
interpret all this as an effort to 
bring an end to the Iran-Iraq 
witr. 

We also know that there is 
enormous political pressure in 
the LLS. Congress to weaken 
U.S. links to the world eco- 
nomy. Much of this pressure 
comes from liberals who are 
friendly to Israel. Israel now 
has an economic relationship 
with the U.S. that virtually 
makes it the '5 1st state of ihc 
USA. Israel has no interest in 


the world economy, only its 
special relationship with the 
U.S. 

But peace and prosperity in 
the world depend on the world 
economy. That does not mean 
justice for peoples like the Pal- 
estinians hut it does provide 
hope (hat once justice Is obt- 
ained, that they too can share 
in this peace and prosperity. 
The Reagan administration, 
despite its political nationalism 
for domestic consumption, is 
strongly internationalist in 
economic policy. And it is that 
internationalism which has ste- 
adily made it see the necessity 
of coming to terms with the 
Arab World. 

But it will take a lot of 
strength and shrewdness in the 
U.S. government to face the 
triple challenge of (i) a pos- 


sible worsening of the oB scene 
because of the Irah-Iraq war 
and the Saudi decision to raise 

f troduction. (2) the talwtiige 
tom Israel of any attempt to 
move towards the formation of 
a Palestinian slate alongside 
Israel, and (3) pressure from 
Congress so erect huge tariff 
walls against foreign imports 
which would signify, pol- 
itically. a return to iso- 
lationism. 


All this comes only weeks 
licfore the Reagan -Gorbachev 

summit meeting. I do not ImtI- 
ieve the Russians want trouble 
in the Middle East. They have 
enough troubles of their own at 
home. I think they would like 
some sort of settling down in 
the Middle bust. But that is a 
difficult task to accomplish.

Plan gone awry for Israel 

BY DENYING that Israel had planned to kill -Yasser Arafat in 
its raid on the FLO headquarters in Tunis on Tuesday, Israeli 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin has raised the question of just 
why his government ordered that vile operation against the 
PLO. 

The d enial itself, in our opinion, is aimed first and foremost 
at fending off criticism of the value of the raid from within, 
Israel and the Israeli public opinion. But beyond that, it pro- 
jects a clear picture of the real motives of the Israeli gov- 
ernment. 

There is not the slightest doubt in our minds that the PLO 
chairman himself was the target of the Israeli raid. The timing 
of the attack, the well-coordinated statements that preceded 
and followed it and the direct hit against the “private quarter” 
of the PLO leader are ail positive indications of Israel’s goal to 
kill Arafat. The political goals of such a dastardly act could not 
have been lost (hi the Israeli either, since the elimination of 
Arafat from the peace equation would have also meant the 
exclusion of the PLO as such from efforts to solve the Pal- 
estinian problem. Had the PLO chairman been killed in the 
raid, the whole course of the peace process would have had to 
be changed in favour of Israeli ambitions and dictate. 

The bard number for Israel has always been the PLO and 
particularly, at this stage of the political struggle, its moderate 
leadership. Israel fears not so much the PLO gun as the leg- 
itimacy of the Palestinian political struggle for their rights. 
And based on the commitment to a peaceful set- 

tlement and consequently its successful uri'T for international 
recognition and legitimacy, the Zionist state moved to strike at 
the hea'd and symbol of this struggle, thinking it would be the 
end of the PLO as a political , and not a military, force. Arafat’s 
elimination, the way it was intended to be, would have served 
Israel’s goals just right, and in any way, the raid would have 
served Israeli interests just as well. 

Shimon Peres and Rabin are playing domestic politics in 
Israel and they -are in it up to their necks. The more vicious and 
cruel they get with the PLO, the more popular with the Israeli 
voter they become. Qutfla&lang Sharon Mid Kahane is what 
they seek. And a an^c^ aeration, such as thennecarried out 
in Tunis on Tuesday, would do a great deal to polish their' 
images as the great defenders of Israel against Palestinian 
“terrorism,’’ they might have thought. 

Their plan was surgical all right. But it went awry somehow. 
Arafat today is alive and well and his cause remains a thorn in 
Israel’s throat. Whether they like it or not, Israelis must sooner 
or later come to terms with Palestinian rights. There is no other 
way out for them.

Gaza’s Palestinians: 
Oppressed by the 

Israelis, forgotten 
by everybody else

GAZA CITY. Occupied Gaza 
Strip — Trapped on an isolated 
ribbon of land, the 600.000 Pal- 
estinians of the Gaza Strip are a 
forgotten people. They are off the 
Ira 5 for most Mideast leaders and 
largely overlooked in the area's 
peace process. 

But the Gazans increasingly 
resent the Israeli occupation, 
which began, with the seizure of 
the strip from its Egyptian adm- 
inistrators in the 1967 Arah- 
Israeli war. 

More than two-thirds of Gaza's 
residents are refugees, most dia- 
led to the seashore from the north 
during the 1948 war. when Israel, 
declared itself a state. 

Crowded Into eight United Nat- 
ions camps on this coastal slip of 
land covering 370 square kil- 
ometres. many people live with 
goats or chickens in single-room 
'shades built from scraps of cor- 
1 rugated iron. - 


It wasn’t always so. In the mid- 
dle ages. Gaza was an important 
rest-stop for camel caravans tra- 
veling from Egypt to Turkey. 

In the 1950s and 1960s. the* 
strip was a staging point for raids 
into Israel. Abu Jihad, a chief aid 
to the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation chairman Yasser Arafat, 
was among the fighters bom in 
Gaza and some reports say Arafat 
himself might have come from 
here. 

But Ariel Sharon, the former 
Israeli defence minister who ear- 
lier was the military commander in 
the area, changed all that in the 
early 1970s. bulldozing homes 
and arresting hundreds of men to 
tame the unruly strip. Mr. Shawa 
said Sharon's campaign left Gaz- 
ans “panicked. even until today.” 

Gaza, however, still hasn't sha- 
ken its reputation as a dangerous 
destination. Most Israelis shun the 
beaches and the renowned cane 
furniture shops just an hour away 
from Tel Aviv.

“Palestinians here are des- 
perate. terribly poor and they 
have nowhere to gp." said Rashad 
Shawa. the deposed Gaza mayor. 
“But most people don’t even 
know they exist. Gaza is too far 
out of the way.” 

The only regular visitors to 
Gaza are Israeli troops, who pat- 
rol the camps and three main cit- 
ies. Carrying machine guns and 
walkie-talkies, the soldiers are 
conspicuous on streets, where 
horse-drawn carts merge with a 
stream of veiled Muslim women. 
Palestinian vendors and honking 
automobiles. 

To many Gazans, the sight of 
the Israeli uniform has become 
ominous. Soldiers shot and killed 
an 18-year-old youth and a five- 
year-old boy. and wounded ano- 
ther five-year-old boy in three 
separate incidents in September. 

Military officials said the tee- - 
nager fled from soldiers who 
asked him to show identification, 
while the two boys were in aut- 
omobiles whose, drivers did not 
halt at soldiers’ commands.

Sudan debates post-Numeiri reforms

KHARTOUM — The executions 
and amputations have slopped in 
Sudan but the controversial Isl- 
amic laws of ousted President Jaa- 
far Numciri remain on the statute 
Iwoks and the new rulers in Kha- 
rtoum are in no hurry to amend or 
repeal, them. 

The military rulers and their cpl r . 
leagues in the civilian cabinet have . 
sacked, so me‘of the Sharia ( Islamic. . 
law) judges and restored the con- 
ventional taxation system. But 
they preferred to leave the final 
word on NumeirFs code to a con- 
stituent assembly promised for 
next year. 

Since the April uprising against 
Numciri. the courts have steered 
dear of severe Islamic penalties 
like stoning for adulterers, exe- 
cution for heresy and whipping for 
the sale or consumption of alc- 
ohol. 

Alcohol has reappeared under 
the counters of backstreet shops 
without police making strenuous 
efforts to suppress it. 

Powerful political forces in the 
mainly Muslim north of Sudan 
openly favour retaining Sharia 
with minor changes, an indication 
that Numeirfs' September 1983 
Islamic laws contributed little ta 
his downfall 18 months later. 

Even northern leftists pressing 


for complete and immediate abr- 
ogation refer to the legislation as 
the “September laws" rather than 
the Sharia, apparently to keep int- 
act their Islamic credentials. 

Only Sudan’s mostly pagan and 
Christian southerners, hacked by 
a hard core of Muslim radicals, 
publicly oppose Sharia, saying it 
discriminates against non- 
Muslims and deepens the divide 
between north and south. 

Head of state Genbi'al Abdul ■ 
, Rahman Swaredclahab'h'assatd ha ; 
•Transitional^ Military Council 
(TMC) has no intention of abo- 
lishing Islamic law. One could not 
scrap the law of God. TMC mem- 
ber Lieutenant-General Moh- 
ammed Merghani said in a recent 
interview. 

“There is no dispute over Sha- 
ria. Nobody cun reject the Hud- 
ood (the punishments stipulated 
by the Holy ■ Joran).’’ he added. 

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
which supported Numeirfs drive 
for an Islamic state, is the most 
vocul advocate of Sharia, den- 
ouncing its opponents as atheists 
and enemies of Islam. 

The Brotherhood admits Num- 
eirfs laws had some defects and 
need revision hut is not prepared 
to make substantial concessions 
for the sake of peace with the 
south. 

“We would not accept lhaL a 
minority of the minority (in the 
south) should bar the democratic 


will of the Sudanese majority." 
Brotherhood leader Hasson A I 
Turuhi told Reuters. 

Abolition of Sharia is a major 
demand of the Sudanese People's 
Liberation Army (SPI.A). a 
10.000-strong guerrilla group fig- 
hting a hush war against gov- 
ernment troops in the south. 

A Brotherhood-sponsored 
demonstration in Khartoum this 
month against SPI.A military act- 
ivity attracted some 15.000 peo- 
ple whose vociferous enthusiasm 
for Sharia matched their anger at a 
rebel offensive against 
government-held towns. 

The influential New Umma 
Parly, political heir to the 19th 
century's extremist Islamic Mah- 
dist Movement. lakes a more rel- 
axed attitude to Islamic law. por- 
traying it as a long-term objective 
rather than an immediate nec- 
essity. 

Party leader Saduq A I Mahdi. 
who opposed Numeirfs laws, said 
in a television interview he was 
against “the Islam of amputation, 
crucifixions and whippings." 

His party thairman.Salah Ahd- 
essalam. told Reuters the Numciri 
version was a mutilation of Islam 
and would need thorough study to 
make it compatible with modem 
life.

Sudan's Communists and small 
Baa this! Party, repressed by 
Numeiri. object mainly to the

An influentisil political gro- 
uping in the southern capital of 
Juba told a TMC delegation this 
month that southerners saw Sha- 
ria us “a calculated policy to rep- 
lace their African culture and ide- 
ntity with Arab or Islamic cul- 
ture”. 

The southerners and Christians 
say they have become second clavs 
citizens under Sharia, which res- 
tricts the post of head of state to 
Muslim males and gives the legal 
testimony of non-Muslims only 
half the weigh t of that of Muslims. 

Philip Abbas Ghahoush. the 
politician in Khartoum closest to 
the SPLA, told Reuters that he 
and his followers wanted a secular 
constitution. “ Religion should not 
be put in to mess things up ...this 
Sharia issue is going in be a big 
confrontation." he said. 


Gorbachev’s Western debut follows 
six months of change at home

MOSCOW — Mikhail Gorbachev 
visits Paris this week after quickly 
imprinting his strong personality 
on the mood of the SovieL Union 
and setting the scene for major 
change. 

The youngest leader since Sta- 
lin. he has imposed his mastery 
over power and policy in six 
months at the helm, shaking up 
the ranks of the ruling Communist 
Party and convincing many Rus- 
sians that his stewardship marks a 
turning point in Soviet history. 

Abroad. Gorbachev, 54. has 
fulfilled predictions that with his 
energy and intelligence he rep- 
resents a more formidable type of 
Kremlin spokesman after years of 
ailing and elderly leaders. 

“He's confident, charming and 
tough." one senior central 'Eur- 
opean envoy said. “For the first 
time they have a I eader who has no 
sense of inferiority towards the 
Americans.” 

Preparing for the first U.S.- 
Soviet summit for six years, in 
November. Gorbachev has used 
his skills to convey die Kremlin 
view to visiting leaders and world 
opinion. His main aim is to kill the 
U.S. plan for space-based def- 
ence. 

Diplomats say hp is sure to 
demonstrate in Paris and with Pre- 
sident Reagan the ease and exp- 
ertise with the issues that has won 

admiration from those he has met. 

After seeing him this tribnth. 
U.S. senator Sam Nunn said: “He 


won't only be comfortable at the 
.summit. Such a skilful lawyer 
would he confortahle at a U.S. 
trial lawyer’s meeting.” 

Apart from noting the amiahle 
side of the solidly-built, south 
Russian, visitors have also com- 
mented on the way Gorbachev 
switches to a tone of cold authority 
when confronted with a challenge 
to Soviet interests. 

Nunn and visiting senators got a 
taste of the Gorbachev steel when 
they brought up issues like human 
rights and Poland. 

The Kremlin chief showed his 
resolve in action this month when 
Moscow reacted with unusual 
toughness and expelled 31 British 
nationals in return for the eviction 
of 31 Soviet personnel from Lon- 
don. 

The fold, which ended when 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher called a truce, reminded dip- 
lomats of a remark by former For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko, 
who took over the ceremonial 
state presidency in July. 

He was reported to have told 
the politburo last March: “Mik- 
hail Sergeyevich has a nice smile 
but also iron teeth ” 

At home. Gorbachev has ear- 
ned the respect of many Russians 
for his new style, which has com- 
bined unprecedented openness 
with intolerance for slacking and 
apathy. 

“Wc feel that everyone, eve- 
■ rywhere in the Soviet Union must 
change all of their workstyles.” he 
said in a recent interview with 
Time Magazine, printed later in 


the official Soviet press. 

Curiously, the Soviet press pri- 
nted a comment by Gorbachev 
that Time omitted. Asked if the 
people feared him. he was rep- 
orted to have replied: “I think' 
not”. 

Gorbachev has broken a tra- 
dition of distant, impersonal lea- 
dership. He has taken his drive for 
reform to the streets, mixing with 
crowds on trips to provincial cen- 
tres. including Leningrad. Kiev 
and the Sflierian oil fields. 

Often appearing with his stylish 
wife Raisa at his side, he has Iter- 
ated local officialdom, spoken of 
past mistakes and urges a new 
sense of purpose amongst the 
population. 

Officials say privately Gor- 
bachev has managed to bring a 
hreath of real life to this approach 
because of his long background as 
'a provincial party ttoss. He came 
to work in Moscow from Sta- 
vropol in South Russia only in 
1978. 

For ordinary Russians his most 
striking act has been a campaign 
against alcoholism, aimed at get- 
ting to grips with one of the 
longest-standing scourges of Rus- 
sian society. 

The Kremlin has backed up new 
laws by giving vodka-free rec- 
eptions and depicting the alc- 
oholic as a social menace. This 
drive has already numbered senior 
officials among its victims. 

Gorbachev is widely seen as 
embodying die aspirations of a. 
section of tbe party elite t ha t grew 
increasingly impatient for reform 


in the later years of the leadership 
of /.conic/ Brezhnev. 

The late Yuri Andropov app- 
arently recognised Gorbachev as 
among the best of this younger 
elite when he supported his move 
in 1978 from Stavropol to the 
Central Committee Secretarial. 

Gorbachev went on to full pol- 
ithuro membership in 1980 at 4V 
and took over responsibility .for 
Soviet agriculture. When And- 
ropov succeeded Brezhnev in 
1982. he began to groom Gor- 
bachev as the man best able to 
carry through his own plans for 
reform. 

On Andropov’s death in 1984. 
older sections of the party, ala- 
rmed and angered by his reforms, 
succeeded in having Brezhnev’s 
aide Konstantin Chernenko 
named to lead the Kremlin. • ■ 

Bui Gorbachev continued to 
consolidate his position against 
the waning old guard and his suc- 
cession was assured when Che- 
rnenko died last March. 

He has moved with speed, rem- 
oving rival Grigory Romanov, 
appointing allies to the politburo. 
sacking a dozen -mmislers and 
supervising a big shakeup of lower 
party personnel. This will reach a 
dimax with February’s five-yearly 
party congress. 

Better educated and iraa- 
gmative managers are a key ele- 
ment m Gorbachev's blue- print 
for reform. This is based on bri- 
nging new efficiency to the Soviet 
Union’s centrally-planned eco- 
nomic- system- through flexibility 
and curbs on bureaucracy.

Hie slaughter of the CAR's ele- 
phants is part of aq imdgame in 
one of the last great^tronghoids of 
wild Africa. This vast region of 
savannah and open forest covers 
an area the size of Western Eur- 
ope: Over 2.5 million sq km (1 
million sq miles) in Chad, western 
and southern Sudan, the Central 
African Republic and northern 
Zaire. 

The national parks of 
Bamingui-Bangoran and 
Maoovo-Gounda. fie along the 
CAR's border with Chad, in the 
remote north of the country. 500 
km (300 miles) from the capital 
Bangui. 

It is an extraordinarily beautiful 
region: Dry Sah elian grassland 
along the northern border grades 
mto thorn scrub and then duck 
Guinean forest in the south, dis- 
sected by tumbling crystal-clear 
waterfalls and lazy, winding, 
brown rivers. Grey granite kopjes 
(small hills) rise out of the plains, 
sculpted by centuries of wind and 
rain. 

Already visited by very wealthy 
tourists — French President Val- 
ery Giscard cfEstaing used to go 
to Central Africa on safari in 
Emperor Bokassa’ s time — the 
area has great tourist potential. 

The parks have in the past been 
largely devoid of people, but the 
Sabers lethal combination of dro- 
ught and political turmoil, com- 
bined with the soaring price of 
ivory, have changed all that Until 
his overthrow in a French-inspired 
coup in 1979, the notorious Emp- 
eror Bokassa ravaged the country 
for ivory..but the trade was on the 
whole limited to the inhabited 
southeast 

So in spite of Bokassa. the nat- 
ional parks remained relatively 
unscathed until the late 1970s. 
Then, die increasing grip of the 
Sahelian drought, especially in 
Chad and western Sudan, sent 
1 nomadic herdsmen south in search 
of pasture. The big wQd grazing 
animals, notably buffalo and giant 
eland, appear to have declined by 
four-fifths. largely as a result of 
rinderpest, introduced with die 
nomads' cattle from Chad in 1 983. 

Today, two tribes of nomads are 
in the parks, with tens of tho- 
usands of livestock; we saw one 
herd of at least 4,000 animals. The 
Bororo people come from Chad, 
the men on horseback driving 
herds of black, tan .or. white loq-i 
gboraed cattle in front of them.*":

By the rivers, we saw enc- 
ampments of diamond pro- 
spectors, who are said to trade in 
ivory. And in Bamingui-Bangoran 
we saw a camp of what we suspect 
were dissident soldiers from Chad. 

A dramatic incident in May 
guaranteed die personal interest 
of the CAR's president. General 
Andre Kolingba. who was flying 
over the Manovo-Gounda nat-' 
ional park. He saw elephant car- 
casses. and as his two helicopters 
descended to investigate, they 
came under automatic rifle fire 
from a group of ivory poachers. 

Kolingba ordered members of 
his 'presidential guard to cou- 
nterattack. The poachers with 
their Kal ashnik ovs escaped into 
die bush, but 200 elephant tusks 
and some Kalashnikov magazines 
were captuibd. 

Our census, which 1 did with 
Gustave Doungoube and Jean- 
Marc FromenL with support from 
FAO/UNDP and World Wildlife, 
spotted a few large groups of ele- 
phants. usually in clearings in the 
thicker forest, but the more open 
savannah was studded with cor- 
pses and bones. 

We calculated that the two 
parks contained about 4.300 live 
elephants — and about 7.900 


half and probably more than 
three-quarters of the park’s ele- 
phants were killed: Down from at 
least 12.000 to barely ’4.000 
today. Black rhinos, of which the 
CAR was in. 1982 the stronghold 
in west and central Africa, are 
down from several hundred to a

What should be done? And 
what, in reality, is likely to hap- 
pen? We made three main rec- 
ommendations to President Kol- 
ingba. which he has accepted. 
First, the CAR should imm- 
ediately ban all trade in raw and 
worked ivory, all ■permits for col- 
lecting it, and all ivory exports. 
And the overseas markets for 
CAR ivory must be closed by int- 
ernational action. 

Second, the government should 
mount an immediate antipoaching 
campaign. The on I tony well- 
equipped force available at pre- 
sent is the Central African Pre- 
sidential Guard, commanded and 
officered by French personnel, 
which has the rough-terrain veh- 
icles. helicopters and air- 
to-ground radio essential for ant- 
ipoach mg work. Kolingba had alr- 
eady ordered Presidential Guard 
units into die parks by the time we 
were there, and they were rou- 
nding up some of the poaching 
gangs we located. 

Third, outside funds should be 
sought to develop the CAR’s nat- 
ional parks, which will need a new

We are not calling for pro- 
tection of wildlife at the expense 
of people. On the contrary, wil- 
dlife represents one of the CAR's 
most important resources.

But bow likely is ail this to hap- 
pen?

TORONTO — A Canadian hum-- 
out book describes Toronto, the 
country’s largest city, as so boring 
that its three million residents 
awake after weekends to exclaim, 
‘thank God it's Monday ■' 

As a whole, Canada is regarded 
with apathy by the United States 
and rated scenic but dull by many 
Europeans and Asians, according 
to stories and polls in the Can- 
adian media. 

Not even the prospect that a 
major sports event like baseball's 
world series will be played in Tor- 
onto this month has done much to 
change this image. 

“It’s going to take hard work to 
turn around the stereotypes and 
vague perceptions that the world 
has of Canada." Tom McMillan, 
then minister of tourism, said ear- 
lier this year in lamenting a decline 
of visitors. 

Canada is stuck with a two bil- 
lion Canadian dollar ($1.5 billion) 
annual tourism deficit which it is 
trying to reverse by selling the 
country as a destination that 
"means much more than moose, 
mo unties and mountains." McM- 
illan added. 

Recently. Canada was in the 
news when Fisheries Minister 
John Fraser resigned on Sep- 
tember 23 after approving the sale 
of one.mQlion cans of rancid tuna 
over the objections of his ins- 
pectors. The tuna was not con- 
sidered a heal tii risk but the inc- 
ident provoked an uproar. 

But bad news and crises of an 
international scale are rare, while 
■good news such as a winning big 
league sports team, or flourishing 
music, stage and art scenes go lar- 
gely unnoticed abroad. Canadians 
complain. 

Canadians take their world 
image with a mixture of amu- ■ 
semen t and annoyance. 

Toronto, which appears to be 
doing the most these days to help 
push Canada out of obscurity, was 
described in a local magazine by 
Canadian writer Michael Enright 
last year as “consumed by a bur- 
ning desire to be loved and res- 
pected." 

Since the world series of bas- 
eball began in 1903. Canada may 
be directly involved for the first 


time through its American League 
Toronto Blue Jays, formed in 
1977 and finally a top contender 
for the championship event 

Toronto is in the grip of world 
series fever. The city! proud of its 
team, plans to build a 150- 
million-dollar dome stadium in 
the city centre in time for the 1 988 
season. 

In an artide about how Ame- 
ricans have shrugged at the Blue 
Jays' achievement, columnist 
Lynda Hurst wrote in the Toronto 
Star. Canada’s largest daily new- 
spaper, last week, “you and I 
brow that Canada is the best kept 
secret in the world. 

“ Unfortunately it’s a secrerthat 
fails to arouse even the vaguest 
curiosity from our pushy nei- 
ghbours to the south." 

Toronto has become a popular 
North American film production 
centre. Hollywood studio crews 
are arriving in increasing numbers 
to shoot films in and around the 
city. 

An annual film festival crew 
hordes of international celebrities 
and premiere North American 
showings of so many movies that 
local media dubbed ita a “world 
class” happening. 

Eager also for recognition as a 
world financial capital. Toronto 
hosted a meeting of some 2.000 
senior international bankers .last 
May in its new convention centre. 

Four of Canada's biggest banks 
have built huge showcase hea- 
dquarters in a four-block dow- 
ntown concentration that are joi- 
ned by extensive underground 
shopping malls. 

Despite high vacancy rates. 
Toronto is in the midst of a sky- 
scraper construction boom. 

With a reputation as North 
America's cleanest, safest city, ft 
has poor neighbourhoods but no 
slums and. like most Canadian cit- 
ies. much less violent crime than 
comparable U.S. cities. 

Violent crime in Canada rem- 
ains only about one-fifth as high as 
in the United States, experts say. 
Nevertheless, a government study 
three years ago said Canadians 
“vastly overestimated" their 
.crime problem. 

The study blamed this mistaken 
belief in part on Canadians' con- 
stant exposure to the American 
mass media.

Anti-American feeling ran high 
throughout Tunisia following 
White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes’ statement describing the 
Israeli raid as an act of “legitimate 
reprisal.” 

A FLO spokesman said at least 
45 Pales limans 'Srul about 20 Tun- 
isians were killed in Tuesday’s 
precision raid by eight Israeli Pha- 
ntom jets flying 2,400 kilometres 
from their base. 

In neighbouring Libya, the 
state-owned radio said the Israeli 
\ planes were launched from an air- 
craft carrier of the U^. Sixth Fleet 
in the Mediterranean. The report 
was rmeatediy denied by the 
White House, the Pentagon and 
tile State Department. 

Tunisia’s Prime Minster Moh- 


ammad Mzali told Western amb- 
assadors he was determined to 
crush any attempted acts of vio- 
lence aga ins r Americans or Ame- 
rican premises. 

But the Tunisian labour -fed- 
eration. the General Un ion of 
Tunisian Workers (UGTT). sch- 
eduled a mass protest meeting in 
the capital on Sunday. 

President Habib Boorguiba 
summoned U.S. Ambassador 
Peter Sebastian to the presidential 
palace in Carthage to deliver a 
sharp protest against Speakes’ sta- 
tement. The official Tunisian news 
agency said Mr. Bourguiba, 82, 
expressed his ■ “deep regret and 
great astonishment" at die app- 
arent justification of the raid and 
expressed his concern at “the role 
said to have been played by the 
United States hi organising the 
operation/' 

Mr. Bourguiba told Mr. Seb- . 
astifln that “the surprising and 
negative American attitude to the 
Israeli aggression was a violation 
of international law and morality 
and of die good relations between 
Tunisia and the United States," 
the Tunisian agency reported. 

Mr. Sebastian told reporters he 
handed Mr. Bourgnfiba a letter 
from Mr. Reagan and gave him 
“certain explanations” con- 
cerning the Israeli aid. He refused 

to elaborate. _ ' _ . 

In Washington. State Dep- 
artment spokesman Charles 
Redman said the message con- 
tained President Reagan’s con- 1 
dolences to President Bourguiba 
over Tunisian deaths in Tuesday's 


Israeli attack. 

In Algiers. U.S. Ambassador 
Craig Johnstone was on Wed- 
nesday summoned to the Algerian 
Foreign Ministry where he was 
told the Israeli air raid should be 
unanimously condemned. Alg- 
eria's APS news agency reported. 

Algeria used to be one of the 
harshest critics of U.S. foreign pol- 
icy but Algerian-U.S. relations 
have greatly improved in recent 
years. President Chadti Benjedid 
visited Washington earlier this 
year. 

In the Tunisian beach resort of 
Hamam Plage. 34 kilometres 
south of Tunis, rescue workers 
retrieved severed human limbs 
from the mass of rubble and con- 
tinued probing the ruins with bul- 
ldozers and other earth moving 
machines for bodies feared td be 
still buried. 

Most Tunisian newspapers car- 
ried dozens of photographs sho- 
wing grotesquely dismembered 
and distorted human bodies dug 
out of the wreckage Tuesday. 

The beachfront villa used as the. 
headquarters command post of 
Mr. Arafat was totally destroyed 
with almost no brick left in place. 
A PLO official on the scene said 
many, members of Mr. Arafafs 
personal bodyguard were killed in 
the building. 

The o’ffioal. who refused the 
use of his name, said the building 
also contained 17 PLO prisoners 
held in the basement who. he said, 
were all killed. He said die pri- 
soners were mostly held for 
“minor disciplinary mis- 


demeanors.” 

' The PLO's main mil ita ry base in 
Tunisia is located in Oued Zarga. 

J 00 kilometres north of the city, 
.and was not attacked. Tunisian' 
officials said only about 200 fig- 
hters are still at the camp of the 
1,100 who came here with Mr. 
Arafat when he withdrew from 
Beirut in the J 982 Israeli invasion 
of Lebanon. 

Mr. Arafat was reported to have 
attended the funeral of some of 
the raid victims during the day. 
Palestinian officials said the time 
and place of the funeral was kept 
secret for "security reasons.” and 
refused to confirm that it even 
took place. 

Israeli Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin said Wednesday- that 
Israel did not plan to loll Mr. Ara- 
fat In its air raid, the Israeli army 
radio reported. 

In fact. Israel had no intention 
of kilting any specific PLO lea- 
ders. Rabin was quoted as telling 
the parliament's key foreign aff- 
airs and security committee. 

Rabin was quoted as saying that 
the growing wave of Palestinian 
attacks against Israeli targets 
“under Mr. Arafat’s direction" 
left it no choice but to destroy the 
PLO bases Tuesday. 

A PLO spokesman said In Tunis 
Israel’s raid meant the PLO would 
have to review the whole Middle 
East peace process over the com- 
ing week. 

The PLO spokesman, asked ’if 
‘the Israeli air strike had destroyed 
the fieace process. foldReuters:"! 
think this will have to be derided 


at meetings over the next week." 

Mr. Arafat, who launched an 
peace initiative with Feb. 1 1 
Jordanian-Palestinian accord, 
said in a television interview Tue- 
sday night that the raid would not 
prevent the PLO from seeking a. 
peaceful solution in the Middle 
East. 

Speaking in a live telecast on 
state-run Rai television from 
Tunis, aired late Tuesday night. 
Mr. Arafat also charged the Uni- 
ted States with supporting the air 
raid. 

“My people will respond to this 
official terrorism and to the Israeli 
military junta." Mr. Arafat said. 

“I prefer to let my people res- 
pond." he said. “We will continue 
our long hard march against ter- 
rorism and oppression." 

Mr. Arafat accused the United 
States of complicity in the attack, 
saying, “it was obvious and clear 
that they were helped by Ame- 
rican stations— by American 
bases, by the American fleet the 
Sixth Fleet, by Americans in the 
Mediterranean Sea." 

Mr. Arafat speaking to rep- 
orters in Tunis on Wednesday, 
made another strong attack on the 
United States and its position reg- 
arding the raid. 

He said it was clear from Ame- 
rican statements, including the 
one made by Mr. Reagan, that the 
attack was “an Israeli- American 
ambush against me." 

Refetring to the Feb. 1 1 accord. 
Mr. Arafat said the raid “was a 
dear message from Reagan aga- 
inst the Jordanian-Palestinian ini- ■ 


dative.” 

But he stressed that the PLO 
would continue to pursue Middle 
East peace efforts, while carrying 
on the armed struggle in Israeli- 
occupied Arab territories. 

Recalling his appearance at the 
United Nations 1 1 years ago. 
when he declared that he held a 
gun in one hand and an olive 
branch in the other. Mr. Arafat 
said: "This still holds true." 

Giving details of the Israeli raid. 
Mr. Arafat, who looked calm and 
relaxed, said he was very close 
when the bombs and missiles 
struck. 

He said some Palestinian mil- 
itary officers were killed in the 
raid, adding that no high-ranking 
PLO officials were among the vic- 
tims. 

Israeli officials assessing the 
diplomatic repercussions of the air 
raid said it would not cause irr- 
emediable harm to Middle East 
peace moves. 

The Israeli Foreign Ministry 
also hit outat condemnation of the 
.Tunis raid by the European 
Community, saying that the action 
of tiie 10 was hasty and unb- 
alanced. 

A community statement called 
Tuesday’s attack "a further stage 
in the continuing 'violence and 
counter-violence in the Middle 
East." (See page 2) 

Ezer Weizman. the cabinet min- 
ister in charge of handling rel- 
ations wjth Egypt, opposed the 
Tunis raid, making clear he feared 
• it would damage peace moves. -

with top ministers to assess the 
political effects of the Tunis strike. 

Government spokesman ref- 
used comment on the session, 
whose proceedings are kept secret 
by law. 

But Foreign Minister Shamir, 
speaking in an army radio int- 
erview from New York, summed 
up a cabinet connensus that an 
international outcry prompted by 
the raid would not have lasting 
effects. 

Encouraged by President Rea- 
gan’s “understanding response" 
to the attack. Shamir said, “there 
is general recognition in the world 
of the fact that Israel did what is 
necessary.” 

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij. a 
leading Palestinian personality in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank, 
described the raid as “a grave pol- 
itical mistake which wfll have rep- 
ercussions on the peace process." 

The Palestinian leader told 
Reuters that President Reagan's 
support for the raid was to be reg- 
retted. - 

Countries from both East and 
West condemned the Israeli att- 
ack with ' Britain. Greece. Rom- 
ania and Czechoslovakia joining a 
chores of criticism. 

A British Foreign Office spo- 
kesman said tiie raid emphasised 
the need to support Palestinian 
moderates. 

Britain has invited a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
to London later this month in an 
effort to break 'the deadlock in 
Middle East peace efforts. 

Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 


Howe condemned the raid on 
Tuesday, saying it would make the 
search for Middle East peace 
more difficult. 

Greece adopted a similar line of 
critcism with government spo- 
kesman Kostas Laliotis calling the 
raid “an act of state terrorism.*' 

“With this action. Israel not 
only violated the authority of a fri- 
endly and peaceful country and 
caused a large- number of victims, 
but it undermined efforts for the 
peaceful settlement of the Pal- 
estinian problem.” he added. 

Turkish Foreign Minister Vahit 
Halefoglu has cancelled talks with 
,Mr. Shamir because of the Israeli 
raid, the daily Cumhuriyet said. 

Cumhuriyet correspondents at 
the United Nations meeting in 
New York said Mr. Halefoglu, 
who on Tuesday condemned the 
raid, called off the meeting with 
Shamir as a further protest. 

Romania, the only communist* 
state to have diplomatic relations 
with Israel, called the raid “a most 
serious violation of the norms and 
principles that ought to govern 
interstate relations.” 

The Czechoslovak Communist 
Party newspaper Rude Pravdo cal- 
led the .raid “another extremely 
serious act of international ban- 
ditism." 

Criticism showed no signs of 
subsiding in the Arab World with 
the six-nation Gulf Cooperation 
Council saying the attack had des- 
troyed efforts, to find a settlement 
to the Arab-Israeli conflict.

Oils ended higher, extending early gains after the Ecuadorean 
deputy energy minister said OPEC’s market monitoring com- 
mittee would recommend Thursday’s ministerial meeting to keep 
prices and its production ceiling unchanged, dealers said. B.P. 
closed 15p higher at 558 as did Shell at 708. 

Distillers closed 18p higher at 41] on a resurgence of bid 
speculation while brewers were firm ahead of the August beer 
production figures. Guinness was up 8p to 280.

Possibility of new global round 
of GATT trade talks recedes 


GENEVA (R) — New global 
trade talks championed by the 
United States seemed a distant 
prospect Wednesday as a special- 
meeting of the 90-nation GAIT 
forum was reduced to procedural 
haggling. 

Diplomats privately held outlit- 
tle hope of a breakthrough on how 
to prepare new multilateral trade 
negotiations while industrialised 
ana Third World countries rem- 
ained deeply divided over what 
issues they should cover. 

They said they expected the 
three -day meeting would come up 
with an accord on a high-level 
working group to continue to exp- 
lore all aspects of international 
trade problems. 

Washington has urged the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GAIT), the world’s most 
important umpire for trade dis- 
putes. to launch a new round of 
negotiations to break down pro- 
tectionist barriers not only for 
goods but also services. 

With seven trade rounds since 


Work! Warn, it would be the first 
time that expanding industries in 
sophisticated services such as 
banking, tpJftflr rniinim {cations or 
insurance would be discussed 
under the auspices of GATT. 

However developing countries, 
many of them heavily dependent 
on goods exports to meet foreign 
debt payments, have fought 
inst any broadening of die GAl 
agreement 

The row over including service 
industries has blocked progress on 
launching worldwide negotiations 
for more than a year. 

* U.S. Deputy Trade Rep- 
resentative Michael Smith con- 
ceded thfire was insufficient time 

on^tefotfto^amicfa a new round 
or on its topics. But the start of a 
preparatory process was crucial, 
he declared. 

Brazilian Trade Ambassador 
Paulo Nogueira Batista and Ind- 
ian Commerce Secretary Prem 
Kumar, among those vehemently 
opposed to the inclusion of ser- 


vices. said they had no objection 
to die setting up of an informal 
working group. 

But they instantly dampened 
hopes that such an accord might 
si&iaJ progress, wanting against 
false expectations. 

It was totally unacceptable for 
GATT .to liberalise trade in ser- 
vices,' they said, signing that less 
developed countries would bec- 
ome by implication permanent 
importers of services arid high tec- 
hnology goods. 

Third World countries, anxious 
not to expose their embryo service 
sectors to international com- 
petition, have directed their anger 
at diminishing access faced by 
their goods abroad. 

. They are adamant that any new 
round must be restricted to imp- 
roving liberalisation of trade in 
goods only. 

Egyptian envoy, Mr. Saad A1 
.FarargL warned that the inclusion 
of “alien themes" would split 
GATT and wreck its credibility. 


Third World wants more 
help from industrial states 


SEOUL (Agencies) — The world’s poor nations are 
expected to make a special plea to a meeting here 
next week of finance ministers and central bankers 
for more help to daw their way out of debt problems. 


OPEC’s output ceiling should 
be maintained, Subroto says 


VIENNA (Agencies) — The ove- 
rall Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
output ceiling of 16 millio n b/d 
should be main famed and an inc- 
rease in national quota, as some of 
tibe organisation's members were 
looking for. could only be possible 
if others were willing to reduce 
their production. tadonesian min- 
ister of mines and energy Dr. Sub- 
roto said. 

“At the moment the market 
cannot absorb more than 16 mil- 
lion b/d of OPEC oO and I wonder 
whether there are OPEC mem- 
bers who are willing to lower their 
outputs." he added. 

Dr. Subroto, also current 
OPEC conference president, arr- 
ived here Tuesday to chair the ext- 
raordinary meeting of the org- 
anisation’s oil ministers, sch- 
eduled for Thursday, which wiD 
focus on issues related to oO pro- 
duction, as decided at die. July 
meeting in Geneva. 

“We will not discuss_prices.” he 
said, adding that allbough he 
would not tike to prejudge the 
outcome, the meeting would be a 


“very sensitive" one. 

Dr. Subroto attributed the rec- 
ent fir min g up in oil prices to a 
series of factors, induding the 
Gulf conflict and the reduction in 
oil production by the Soviet 
Union. 

The lower dollar price was ano- 
ther factor, but this would result in- 
a decline in the purchasing jpower 
of OPEC member countries, he 
said. 

These factors were not chang ing 

the fundamentals of the market, 
but nevertheless prices were inc- 
reasing. he added. 

On reports that Saudi Arabia 
would increase its production. Dr. 
Subroto said that from the Saudi 
point of view this was und- 
erstandable. 

It should, however, not be seeu 
as a threat to OPEC, because the 
country was producing far less 
than its quota, resulting in dec- 
lining revenues, he said. 

Although this move could wea- 
ken the market Dr. Subroto tho- 
ught Saudi Arabia had every right 
to ask for an increase in its pro- 
duction if others did so.

Dollar agreement is^working; 
U.S. treasury secretary says 


WASHINGTON (R) — The rec- 
ent agreement of the five major 
industrial powers to push down 
the dollar has been effective. US. 
Treasury Secretary James Baker 
said Tuesday. 

The accord between the United 
States. France, Britain. West 
Germany and Japan marked the 
first time those nations recognised 
publidy that the dollar’s exchange 
value was very high. Mr. Baker 
told the American Business Con- 
ference. 

“That recognition has had a 
reasonable effect with respect to 
its (dollar’s) relationship with the 


other currencies,” he said. 

Nervous traders feared central 
banks would intervene in markets 
to buy or sell currencies to drive 
the dollar lower. 

Since the SepL 22 accord, the 
dollar has fallen five to six percent 
against major currencies. 

Financial analysts question die 
long-term success of the accord if 
the signers fail to follow through 
cm fundamental economic policy 


Some of those changes included 
reducing US. budget deficits and 
stimulating domestic economies in 
Europe and Japan. 


Meanwhile, the dollar sank to 
its lowest level against the yen 
since April 1981 Wednesday and 
foreign exchange dealers pre- 
dicted it would slide even further.

Motorola 
cuts staff 

CHICAGO .(R) — The com- 
munications equipment company 
Motorola said Tuesday it was eli- 
minating jobs for up to 1,700 emp- 
loyees worldwide who are inv- 
olved in tnairmg semiconductor 
products. 

Motorola currently employs 
about 37,000 workers producing 
Semiconductors used for a wide 
range of applications* from com- 
puters to communications gear. 

At its peak in October, 1984, 
Motorola employed 45,000 peo- 
ple on these products. 

Competition from abroad, par- 
ticularly from Japan, has eroded 
domestic companies’ share erf the 
US. market to the point where 
three producers joined together 
this week to launch a suit calling 
for imposition of anti-dumping 
duties on Japanese imports. 

Motorola also said most US.- 
based employees would have their 
pay cut by between five and 10 per 
cent as a cost-cutting measure. 

Wages of Eunpean workers 
would not be affected, a company 
spokesman said. Motorola ope- 
rates in about 30 foreign cou- 
ntries.

India stresses monetary 
conference 

Meanwhile. India Wednesday 
renewed its appeal for a global 
monetary conference, saying the 
current attitudes of some ind- 
ustrial countries provided hope 
that the stalled dialogue on the 
issue could be revived. 

Addressing the concluding ses- 
sion of a two-day conference of 
Commonwealth finance ministers 
held in Male. Maldives. Indian 
Finance Minister Janardhana 
Poojary said recent deliberations 
of the European Community and 
group of 24 (G-24) developing 
countries provided the basis for 
policy initiatives on major mon- 
etary and financial issues. 

“In our view, the reports of the 
two conferences provide the basis 
for a serious dialogue and for a 
process to be initiated for con- 
vening an international con- 
ference on money and finance.” 
he said. 

The call for a monetary con- 
ference to reform Western dom- 
inated international financial ins- 
titutions such as the World Bank 
and Ihe IMF to gjve a larger share 
to developing countries ‘in 
decision-making was first made at 
the New Delhi non-aligned sum- 
mit in 1983. 

But progress towards holding 
the conference has been baulked 
by the United States, backed by 
some developed countries, who 
insist that the existing financial 
institutions are adequate forums 
to tackle die problems of poor 
countries. 

U.S. proposing aid 
plan 

On the other hand, the adm- 
inistration of U.S. President Ron- 
ald Reagan, concerned about the 


world debt crisis, has come up with 
a proposal to pump new money 
into debt-plagued Third World 
countries. 

Treasury Secretary James 
Baker met with leaders of the 
America's largest banks late Tue- 
sday to explain details of the plan, 
which he said would he unveiled 
formally next week. 

The administration, according 
to sources who spoke on condition 
they not be named, wants to create 
a new fund to be administered joi- 
ntly by the World Bank and the 
IMF. 

Mr. Baker is to detail the pro- 
posal in a speech next Tuesday at 
the joint meeting of the World 
Bank and the IMF in Seoul. 

The new fund would raise S5 
billion to S6 billion during the next 
five years to promote economic 
growth in Latin America and 
other debt-burdened countries, 
and to help them meet their int- 
ernational financial obligations. 

The U.S. plan envisions a shift 
from encouraging debtor nations 
to rely almost solely for relief on 
the I MF. whose Joans are intended 
to help solve short-term balance- 
of-payments problems. 

A primary function of the new 
fund would be to supply money for 
long-range, employment -creating 
development in the debtor cou- 
ntries. 

Mr. Baker and Mr. Paul Vol- 
cker. chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, met for 90 min- 
utes late Tuesday with officials of 
Citicorp of New York. Ban- 
kamerica Corp- of San Francisco 
and Chase Manhattan, which are. 
respectively, the nation's first, 
second and third largest hanks. 

Officials of other large banks 
also attended the meeting, but 
only Mr. Willard Butcher, head of 
Chase Manhattan, agreed to talk 
to reponers. 

He said Mr. Baker explained 
the administration proposal but 
did not ask the bankers for any 
commitments. 

"We talked about how the str- 
ategies have worked today and 
what possible alternatives we 
might make for the future that 
would involve more growth for the 
world economies.” Mr. Butcher 
said. “We are all in the same boat 
together and we are trying'to work 
together.” 


Producers, consumers 
agree new coffee pact 


LONDON (R) — Leading world 
-coffee producers and consumers 
Wednesday ended more than two 
weeks of tough bargaining with an 
eleventh hour compromise on a 
new pact to govern file world's 
$10 billion a year coffee trade. 

Emerging from the final session 
in the early hours of Wednesday 
morning. Mr. Alexandre Beltrao. 
executive director of the Int- 
ernationa] Coffee Organisation 
(ICO) said the agreement reached 
by the world's major coffee- 
trading nations was "a good one 
and will contribute to the stability 
of the market” 


The meeting agreed to limit the 
amount of coffee released onto 
the world market in the year that 
began -Tuesday to 58 million 60 
kilogrammes bags with the aim of 
keeping world prices within a cor- 
ridor of 120 to 140 cents a pound. 

Die talks were due to end last 
Friday. But it took an extra wee- 
kend of high-level haggling and 
then an all-night sitting on Mon- 
day after the official SepL 30 dea- 
dline had expired before weary 
delegates from the ICO’s 75 
member countries managed to 
bridge their differences.

NATO allies seek talks 
on U.S.-Soviet summit 


BRUSSELS (R) — Belgium and the Netherlands 
have demanded a special NATO foreign ministers 9 
meeting in New York to discuss arms control before 
President Reagan meets Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev in Geneva next month, a Belgian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said Wednesday. - 


Diplomats said the call reflected 
dismay among smaller NATO 
countries at being excluded from 
the seven-nation meeting of major 
Western countries which Mr. 
Reagan has called for Oct 24. 

The Belgian spokesman said 
Foreign Minister Leo Tmdemans 
called for the meeting in a letter 
sent Tuesday to U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz, the contents 
of which were agreed with Dutch 
Foreign Minister Hans Van Den 
Broek. 

He said that while it was useful 
for Washington to consult Japan, 
which was invited to the “big 
seven” meeting. NATO nev- 
ertheless remained the proper 
forum for allied consultation on 
arms control and East- West rel- 
ations. 

Belgium’s permanent rep- 
resentative to NATO was ins- 
tructed to discuss with NATO 
Secretary-General Lord Car- 
rington the holding of a ministerial 
meeting in New York on or aro- 
und die Oct 24 date suggested by 


Mr. Reagan for die seven-nation 
meeting. 

A NATO spokesman had no 
immediate comment on the Bel- 
gian request 

French President Francois Mit- 
terrand Tuesday night rejected 
Mr. Reagan's invitation to the 
New York meeting. The Belgian 
spokesman said it was not known 
whether France would attend a 
NATO foreign ministers’ mee- 
ting. 

NATO diplomats said any ally 
could request a ministerial mee- 
ting but it required die consensus 
of all to bold such a session. 

However, they said it would be 
extremely difficult for the U.S. to 
turn down Belgium, which has just 
deployed American cruise nuclear 
missiles despite strong public 
opposition, and the Netherlands, 
which is on die verge of a decision 
to do so. 

The Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman said Belgium welcomed 
the fact that die Soviet Union had 
tabled new arms control proposals 


at the Geneva negotiations and 
hoped they would enable the talks 
to make progress at last 

“We know die Soviet proposals 
will be treated on die American 
side with die necessary open- 
mindedness and... will be judged 
on their own merits, particularly 
on the basis of whether they make 
an effective contribution to sta- 
bility and verifiable and con- 
trolled reductions of nuclear 
arms.” he said. 

The U.S. invitation, announced 
in Washington, was rejected by 
France in a short statement from 
the Elysee Palace. 

It said Mr. Mitterrand did not 
intend travelling to die U-$. on 
Oct. 24 but was ready to meet Mr. 
Reagan in the near future on ano- 
ther date to be chosen by mutual 
agreement 

Mr. Reagan said he wanted to 
consult leaders of other Western 
powers before he travels to Gen- 
eva to meet Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev in November. 

Mr. Mitterrand’s refusal to att- 
end die summit apparently ref- 
lected irritation with the casual 
way the meeting was announced 
before he had agreed to take part 

But it also reflected deeper, 
longstanding concerns about the 
pattern of the seven-nation sum- 
mits which the French president 
has expressed before. 


Labour votes for reimbursing miners; 
move seen as setback for Kinnock 


BOURNEMOUTH. England (R) 
— British opposition leadeF Neil 
Kinnock. fighting to curb party 
leftists. Wednesday lost a major 
vote cm whether a future Labour' 
Party government should repay 
files levied on miners in a year- 
long coal strike. 

His party’s annual conference 
approved by 3_5 million to 2.9 mil- 
lion votes a resolution from mil- 
itant miners’ leader Arthur Sca- 
refll and his union calling for rei- 
mbursement. 

Mr. Kinnock said Wednesday it 
would tie “utterly dishonest” to 
pledge that a future Labour gov- 
ernment would repay all court 
files incurred by the National 
Union of Mineworkets. 

“Even if we said it was going to 
happen no-one would be con- 
vinced in the British public.’* Mr. 


Kinnock said. 

In a declaration which his sup- 
porters said was long overdue. Mr. 
Kinnock assailed left-wing mil- 
itants for threatening Labour’s 
chances at the next election by 
promoting extremist policies. 

The Labour conference session 
at which Mr. Kinnock delivered 
his 75-minute speech, almost 
broke up in turmoil after he acc- 
used Marxists in Labour- 
controlled Liverpool of creating 
“grotesque chaos” in the north 
western city. 

Veteran left-winger Eric Hef- 
fer. a member of Labour’s ruling 
executive and a Liverpool par- 
liamentarian. walked off the con- 
ference platform in protest 

But other parliamentarians said 
the Kinnock onslaught was well- 
deserved. 


Labour deputy leader Roy Har- 
tersley said: “Inis speech means 
the Labour Party is facing the rea- 
lity of becoming the next gov- 
ernment.” 

Mr. Kinnock aides said Labour 
headquarters around the country 
bad received dozens of calls of 
support following the Kinnock 
speech, his keynote address to a 
five-day conference here. 

In a side-swipe at Scaigill and 
other leftists. Mr. Kinnock ref- 
erred Tuesday to the posturing of 
“generals of gesture” within the 
Labour Party. 

He said Labour was facing a 
sceptical electorate — “a British 
public which wants to know that 
our idealism is not lunacy, our rea- 
lism is not timidity, our eagerness 
is not extremism, our carefulness 
is not nervousness.” 


Kohl 
warns of 
crackdown 
on protests 

BONN (R) — Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl Wednesday said West Ger- 
many would not be held to ransom 
by “hate-filed” protesters behind 
four days of clashes in Frankfort 
and other big cities following the 
death of an anti-Nazi dem- 
onstrator on Saturday. 

But be rejected police calls for a 
ban on the neg-Nazi National 
Democratic Party, whose rally 
sparked the chain of protest and 
violence, as an unnecessary res- 
triction. 

“In principle. I don’ t approve of 
banning parties. The NPD is a 
group of yesterday’s people wit- 
hout political significance, as ele- 
ction results demonstrate.” he 
said. 

“I am for a strong state that can 
guarantee its citizens freedom and 
safety and defend itself against 
violent attacks. 

“This rising physical violence is 
alarming. I am especially appalled 
by the pure hatred that fills some 
of the faces.” Mr. Kohl told the 
mass-circulation newspaper Bfld. 

Hundreds of people have been 
arrested over the past four days in 
a wave of rioting unleashed by a 
clash between Frankfurt police 
and left-wing demonstrators on 
Saturday in which one man was 
killed by a police water-cannon 
truck. 

Violence also flared in West 
Berlin. Hamburg. Stuttgart. Mun- 
ich and a number of smaller cities. 

“Our state will not let itself be 
held to ransom by sue h violence. I 
favour speeding up conviction and 
punishment of hooligans, as in 
France. Switzerland and Britain.” 
Mr. Kohl said. 

Deep ranks of helmeted. 
shield-bearing riot police Tuesday 
prevented a crowd of about 3.000 
demonstrators from marching 
through Frankfurt 

At least eight demonstrators 
were injured in Frankfurt and five 
policemen and a law-and-order 
advocate were hurt in street bat- 
tles in Stuttgart where 200 wtfre 
reported detained. 

In Hamburg Wednesday, police 
said anonymous callers vowing to 
avenge the death of demonstrator 
Guenther Sare had made bomb 
threats against a circus and mail- 
order store. No explosives were 
found. 


U.K., Ireland 
to deal’ on N 

LONDON (R) — Britain and Ire- 
land are nearing agreement on a 
treaty aimed at forging a political 
solution to Northern Ireland’s sec- 
tarian violence, according to gov- 
ernment sources in London and 
Dublin. 

■ They said the deal oould be sea- 
led at a summit between British 
Prime Minster Margaret Tha- 
tcher and Irish Prime Minister 
Gaftet Fitzgerald within the next 
few weeks. 

It would hinge on Ireland gai- 
ning a say in the British-ruled and 
Protestant-dominated north in 
return for stepped up Irish coo- 
peration in the fight against sep- 
aratist guerrillas and a tacit rec- 
ognition by Dublin that Ireland 
would remain divided for the for- 
' eseeable future, the sources said.

- The deal is expected to be und- 
erpinned by a substantial U.S. aid 
package for Northern Ireland and 
the repub Ik whose economies 
have both been seriously damaged 
by thestrife in the North which has 
claimed 2.500 lives in 16 years. 

No one in Dublin or London 
claims that the agreement would 
be a breakthrough and officials in 
both capitals fear that at least ini- 
tially it could lead to increased vio- 
lence. 

The architects of the new 
Anglo-Irish agreement are see-, 
kmgaformula that has eluded Bri- 
tain since it sent troops in 1969 to 
stop fighting between Northern 
Irelands Protestants and the min- 
ority Catholics — a political sys- 
tem acceptable to both com- 
munities.

Chinese students protest 
against Japanese policies 


PEKING (R) — Thousands of 
Chinese students staged a protest 
against Tokyo’s policies in the 
central city of Xian, the latest sign 
of simmering anti-Japanese 'fee- 
ling. eyewitnesses said Wed- 
nesday. 

They said betweqi 5.000 and 
10.000 students from different 
.colleges gathered for five hours on 
a city square Tuesday. 

They made speeches den- 
ouncing Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone for visiting a shrine to 
Japan's war dead, including those a 
who invaded China in the 1930s 
and 1940s. 

Some students demanded that 
China put restrictions on trade 
with Japan, to halt what they said- 
was the dumping of inferior Jap- 
anese goods on the Chinese mar- 
ket.- one witness told Reuters by 
telephone from Xian. 

“Some of .the speeches sounded 
pretty angry, but overall there was 
a holiday mood.” the witness said. 

Xian, a former imperial capital 
of China, .is about 1.000 kil- 
ometres south west of Peking. 

The >flan protest follows similar 
demonstrations in Peking last 
month when several hundred stu- 
dents paraded on Tiananmen 
Square with banners attacking Mr. 
Nakasone and the “second Jap- 
anese invasion” — a reference to 
die flood of Japanese consumer 
goods entering China in recent 


years. 

The Chinese Foreign Ministry 
said after the Peking protest that 
the official visit by Mr. Nakasone 
to Tokyo’s Yasukuni Shrine, at 
which China says war criminals 
are worshipped, had seriously hurt 
Chinese feelings. 

The ministry’s statement app- 
eared to indicate official sympathy 
for the ideas behind the student 
protests, although the government 
had not organised the dem- 
onstrations. foreign diplomats 
said. 

Students at Xaan north west 
polytechnical university were loc- 
ked on lhe campus for several 
hours Tuesday morning by troops 
refusing to let them join the rally. 

He said students had told him 
the authorities only gave way after 
the protesters threatened to tear 
down lhe gates. 

He said the protest on the 36th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
People's Republic of China, had 
been announced an posters wri- 
tten by National Student Union 
officials. 

Apart from the shrine' visit 
China’s official press has also exp- 
ressed dissatisfaction with Jap- 
anese trade policies. 

Japan’s trade surplus with 
China climbed to $2.84 billion in 
the first half of this year compared 
with $1.25 billion for the whole of 
1984. 


Afghan rebels seek details 
about killed U.S. journalist 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Muslim 
rebels sent couriers' into southern 
Afghanistan Wednesday to seek 
more information about an Ame- 
rican joumalst^ lolled in a rocket 
attack there last week.

Tutu in U.K. to mobilise 
opposition to apartheid 


LONDON (Agencies) — Nobel 
Peace Prize Laureate Bishop 
Desmond TUtu arrived in Britain 
Wednesday to take part in a 
church conference and mobilise 
opposition to South African apa- 
rtheid. 

The South African clergyman, 
will attend a scheduled two-day 
conference of Anglican bishops 
which starts in London Thursday. 

Tutu is also due to meet Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher on 
Thursday when be is expected to 
ask her to reverse Britain’s refusal 
to apply economic sanctions aga- 
inst Pretoria.
